THE DEATH OF HER FATHER

Before the close of the old year— , 
on Saturday, December 21st — my 
dear father was taken to his rest. 
He suddenly became very much 
weaker, and I only arrived In time to 
be there, with my brother, ' tor a few 
hours before he passed away, but not 
in time to receive any look of recog- 
nition or farewell. I felt so grateful 
to Gad that I had been abte, ab-jut a 
fortnight previously, to spend a Tew 
days with him; and, though we 
neither of us anticipated that this 
would he our last meeting, the inter- 
course was very sweet and helpful to 
look back upon.

In Death They Were Not Divided.

■ he can contemplatively derive some 
form of recreation in envying the lot 
of the galley slave. To the casual ob- 
server he is something of a steady- 
going mechanic— an impression set up 
by his greasy and begrimed condition — 

' -who takes rather a serious interest in 
-what ought to be an exhilarating form. 

.of employment. What a travesty of 
the facts! Examine the matter a little 
more closely; note iiiu unhealthy pal- 
lor of his faeo . compared- with other 
men following outdoor occupations j 
mark the strange, "stony glare iu his 

. eyes, and you will find the outward 
and visible evidences of the physical 
and mental tormect which his work 
brings in its wake. 
Aspirants for the job. 

It is the opinion of an eminent medi- 
cal man, who has long been engnged 

. in studying the hardships which the 
jnotor- ? bus man has to eudure, that nn- 
Jess tht nerve-racking tension is matcr- 

-vially relieved, there is likely to be a 
serious ease of sudden mental abbera- 
tion amoag the drivers. An insight 
into the conditions under whieh the 
drivers perform their allotted task justi- 
fies this' picture. For the most part 
ihe men are recruited from the ranks 
of ., horse-omnibus drivers, and conse- 
quently they are well versed ill the 
art-^of negotiating London's crowded 
thoroughfares. The thinning of tho 
horse-bus service hus driven the mora 
ambitious of the men to aspire to the 
control of the motor- 'bus. To suit, tho 
exigencies of the eoaipany, the driver 
has to familiarize himself with half a 
dozen different types of engine, and 
■when finally he is licensed to drive he 
is plunged into a thraldom from whieh 
it is well nigh impossible to escape. 

What is Expected of Them. 

■■-■- In the f.rst "lace he is called upon; 
to work from seventy to eighty hours 
each week, and from the instant he 
comes on duty until his day is doao 

.' he is not allowed a single minute for 
meals. For this sort of service he is 

: rewarded with- the munificent sum of 
ten dollars a week, but man}- deduc- 
tions are made from this pittance, such 
as sick club contributions aad the ac- 
cident fund. 

If the driver meets with a mishap 
on a journey, he is permitted to pay 
one-third -if the damage up to fifty 
dollars. These are a few of the inci- 
dental worries whieh crowd in upon 
the man who is expected safely to 

"thread his way through the most diffi- 
cult street traffic in the world. There 
are~other disturbing influences at work, 

. however. 

A Kervs Backing Employment. 

■ The mnst important, perhaps, is tho 
Complete absence, of confidence in the 
■mpphanism of tho motor. He knows 
that for" the most part the men who 
overhaul the machinery are promoted 

■ horse- 'bns men and small boys, who, 
however willing they may be, are very 
ignorant of mechanics. The ever pre- 
sent dreads of an accident therefore 
is a strain that is well nigh unbearable 
at times. The car-splitting rattle of 
engine and the ereaking of the vehicle 
is swelled by the roar ox the general 
traffic; the intense vibration plays 
havoc with the nerves, while necessity 
for nnceasing watchfulness makes the 
eyes tingle with pain. Even if the 
brain reel, there must, however, be no 
relaxing of exertion, for the most tri- 
fling srro- cf juiigmen'-fermed in' the 
twinkling of an eye — will lead to ser- 
ious Consequences.

do he is called upon to do it. The 
pedestrian -who will take risks in dart- 
ing across the streets, the adventurous 
cyclist who insists on attempting an 
almost impossible squeeze through; all 
have to be taken into nccount at every 
step of the journey.

The Koracs do not ex- 
ist for Leaguers only, hut for Service- 
men as a hulk. 

A Sympathetic Commander. 

Generally speaking, the military

"Now the different chiefs are ask- 
ing for meetings to be held in their 
districts; .we ennuot see our way 
at present, but we hope to later on. 
The converts are fifty-three Greeks 
and forty-seven Turks, including a 
Priest of the Greek Church, and no- 
hody but God and himself knows what 
it cost him to take that step! His 
experience is grand; he said that for 
years he was a priest, but knew not 
what it was to be saved- until he 
.iheard the testimony of Soldiers— 
and that through an interpreter. 

"Another case is splendid. One of 
our bitterest apponents was the Bish- 
nn nf r. . . Osn dav !i5 ivffr.t fhr 
one of oiir Turkish converts ?n*' 
after questioning him, he was so 
struck by his answers that he burst 
into tears, and to-day is one of our 
best friends. Glory be to God!"
